* tor delivered one of his masterpieces of argu- 

ment and logical deduction in support of 
~ the much-misunderstood Universal Military 
- Training bill. 
/ He hammered home some important facts. 
It costs about $3,500 per year to train 
and support one soldier. That amount will 
train eight men under the UMT bill. 
The UMT measure will train men for six 
months and then return them to civil life, 
uiring only two weeks of refresher train- 
each year. It would remove any threat 
creating a military caste or mentality. 
The UMT bill has been 
objected to by some church 
people.

There was scattered applause when 
Churchill said quite frankly that the meas- 
ure of Britain’s rearmament would depend 
on United States participation. He discussed 
all the fields of tension, the Middle East, 
southeast Asia and Germany. And he held 
out the hope for peace, saying it was the hur- 
ried rearmament of the United States which 
had turned the balance. 


He asserted again the basic strength of the 
British people and their determination to 
carry on and to stand with the United States.

He also paid attention to the claim six 
months of training would retard education, 
saying, “I doubt seriously whether those who 
truly desire the advantages of college will 
be deflected from their purpose by a mere 
six months of military training.” 

His summation was powerfully presented 
on the following points: It is fair. It assures 
adequate manpower without courting bank- 
ruptcy. It is the surest way of building 
strength while continuing the traditional 
American system of subordinating our mili- 
tary establishment to civilian control. It 
offers a flexible method of raising manpower. 
It establishes a regular pattern for young 
men who will then know what is expected of 
them and assures them of adequate training. 
“And finally,” he concluded, “it will serve 
notice on the mad masters of communism 
that the United States is coldly determined 
to see this struggle through to the bitter end. 
It will be our pledge to freedom and a proof 
of our determination not to falter or sur- 
render.” 

The senator was given a fine reception 
and hearing. 

Georgia can be proud of both her sen- 
ators—however much there may be a dis- 
agreement on occasional issues. Both have 
integrity and both are able and respected. 
Senator Russell was illustrative of this fact 
Wednesday.—R. M.

Watch Out for Cracks 
In the Tax Wall 


We trust the General Assembly will con- 
sidér carefully the proposed amendments to 
the sales tax law which would create loop- 
holes in a wall up to now well nigh airtight.

Roy Harris Reveals State University 


‘Only Skeleton of What It Should Be’ 


Columbus — In terminology 
typically trenchant, analytically 
wise and letting the “yips” fall 
where they may, Roy Vincent 
Harris, the sage of Augusta, 
has told us what is wrong with 
our state university. In this 
particular instance, Mr. Harris 
is sagaciously right, as usual. 
All of us love our venerable 
state university, including Mr. 
Harris, but unlike him, we have 
not been willing to acknowledge 
the cold and true facts—that 
the university is not keeping 
pace, physically, scientifically 
or academically; that it is not 
in step with the advancing 
Southeast or its sister institu- 
tions, that it is living mainly 
on tradition of the magnolia va- 
riety and that, to be brief and 
utterly candid, it is, as Roy Vin- 
cent said, “definitely a third- 
rate university,” as currently 
constituted. 


It takes something cataclys- 
mic, akin to a verbal atomic 
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bomb, to shake Georgians out 
of their lethargy toward their 
educational institutions. Now, 
thanks to Mr. Harris, we know 
publicly what we suspected all 
the time—that the university 


desperately needs: (1) New 
buildings; (2) modern teach- 
ing conditions; (3) physical 
equipment and, lastly and most 
important, a stronger faculty. 


We have the framework of 
a great university at Athens, in- 
cluding age and tradition. The 
University of Georgia is the old- 
est chartered state university in 
the nation. But it is a skeleton of 
the university it should be. The 
late Chancellor Sanford and for- 
mer Governor Rivers did more 
to improve: it than anyone else, 
chiefly because of the eloquence 
and unction they used to get 
federal monies to build the few 
buildings that have been built. 
But a state university is not a 
federal responsibility. It is a

MacArthur Joins 
Sen. Taft’s Forces 


WASHINGTON—One general in the Repub- 
lican presidential situation isn’t enough seem- 
ingly. Now enters General MacArthur to con- 

fuse and | easdaliiente it—or try to confuse and complicate it—for 
General Eisenhower, thus mixing up into politics the two out- 
standing figures of World War II, the one in the Far East, the 


other in Europe. 

It long has been suspected, 
even strongly intimated, that 
General MacArthur would turn 
up eventually in the camp of 
Senator Taft of Ohio. 


The hero of the Pacific, 
with his usual dramatic sense, 
waited for the appropriate mo- 
ment; that is, until after Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, once his sub- 
ordinate, had taken the great 
step and announced his Re- 
publican label and his willing- 
ness to be “drafted” for the 
nomination. 


With an appreciation of stage- 
setting, General MacArthur 
picked the locale currently most 
identified with the European 
commander’s presidential cam- 
paign, New Hampshire. He 
cleverly timed the unfurling of 
his own flag — for Senator 
Taft—on the very day when 
General Eisenhower’s name was 
filed formally by Gov. Sher- 
man Adams of New Hampshire 
in that state’s March 11 presi- 
dential primary. 

Now General MacArthur has 


taken the field against General 


Eisenhower. 

It was neatly done. Two 
members of the New Hamp- 
shire Legislature, who previ- 
ously had announced they would 
run as MacArthur delegates, an- 
nounced instead that they would 
run in the primary for Senator 
Taft. The two gentlemen pre- 
viously unknown nationally— 
Charles A. Holden of Hanover 
and R. Wayne Crosby of Hills- 
boro—said they did this on “di- 
rect word” from General Mac- 
Arthur. They said he doesn’t 
want his name presented or used 
in connection with the presi- 
dential primary in New Hamp- 
shire “or any other state.” 

The rest of their statement 
is significant for its clues as to 


the role General MacArthur 
likely will play in his attempt 
to thwart General Eisenhower’s 
nomination—now a devoted 
MacArthur mission—and the 
tack the Taft campaign against 
General Eisenhower will take. 
It savs: 


“While General MacArthur is 
not available as a candidate for 
the Republican nomination, we 
believe his principles and ideals 
are those of ‘a vast majority of 
the American people. We are 
convinced that Senator Taft has 
the same ideals and principles. 
We know Senator Taft has the 
ability and courage and, further- 
more, is completely free to pre- 
sent all Republican issues in 
the general campaign. He is 
free to make the fight on for- 
eign affairs as well as on do- 
mestic issues. For these rea- 
sons we have determined to seek 
election as delegates favorable 
to Senator Taft. 

“We understahd that General 
MacArthur is sympathetic to our 
course of action. Therefore, we 
urge all loyal supporters of the 


' general to join us in this cauge.”

To Tempt Youngsters 


A taste treat with a built-in surprise for the small fry are 
chocolate cupcakes made with mincemeat and filled with whipped 


cream after they have cooled. 

These, cakes can, be made 
with little or no effort and 
the youngsters will love the 
spicy taste that the mince meat 
adds to their time-honored fa- 
vorite chocolate flavor. 

For that extra surprise ap- 
peal, which all little people love, 
try this to the cupcakes when 
they are cool: Split each one 
and hollow out the center a bit.

Corn Popping Custom

One of the old-time fun cus- 
toms coming back into popular- 
ity is that of popping corn eve- 
nings at home. Popcorn manu- 
facturers say it is TV~that’s do- 
ing it but chances are that it is 
because this food smells and 
tastes so good. 

It is hard to’ beat the fun of 
shaking the heavy skillet of ex- 
ploding yellow kernels, then 
pouring melted butter over a 
whopping panfl of snowy corn. 
If someone drops in it is just 
a matter of minutes to pop a 
skillet of corn to accompany the 
liquid refreshment you serve. 
But popcorn to top soup, eat as 
an after school snack, flavor 
with garlic for an appetizer or 
made into giant balls is not to 
be overlooked either. 

GARLIC POPCORN 

That garlic buttered stuff is 
wonderful, and you'can have it 
lightly or less lightly flavored 
with garlic. But don’t let the 
flavor get too strong. There are 
several ways to prepare garlic 
popcorn, just as there are sev- 
eral ways to make garlic bread. 
This one is easy: Crush a sliver 
or a whole clove of garlic in 
half a cup of butter as the but- 
ter (or margarine) melts in a 
smali skillet. Strain it out before 
you pour the butter over about 
two quarts of popped corn, stir- 
ring all the while to distribute 
butter and flavor evenly.
